Break one egg 
in it ami pepper and salt-to suit the 
taste; mix; drop from a large spoon 
into a frying pan with hot butter in it.

bage chopped fine; one cup of good 
bacon, one pint of boiling water, one- 
half tcaspoonful of soda, two teaspoon- 
fuls sugar, one-half pod of red pepper, 
salt to taste;. Fry In a skillet, stirring 
occasionally. 


SMOTHKIIKD CABBACIE',—Cut two slices 


of bacon anel fry. Cut up a head of 
cabbage flue and put it in the dish 
where tho meat was fried.

mens. There are many others which 
show as large or even a larger increase, 
while "but a small number show but 
little material change from 1891. There 
i» no good reason why there should be 
an increase of $144,926 in these four 
beads in four years, equal to 20 per 
cent. 
This 20;per cent runs through the en- 


tire expenditures of the boards, institu- 
tions and commissions which cost but 
scant $2,000,000 in 1891 and in excess of 
$2,450,000 in 1894. 


Of course, intelligent people must see 


that this sort of thing must stop, th'at 
business management must be applied 
in the management of the public insti- 
tutions and boards and bureaus, or the 
burden of taxation must constantly ad- 
vance. 


And certainly no intelligent man will 


contend or assert that the way to effect 
a change is to continue on ia. the manage- 
ment of public affairs the men and the 
political leaders who are responsible for 
existing conditions. 
'A change of managers and a change 


of methods are imperatively demanded. 


The New York World's Columbus 


special correspondent gives a pretty 
good illustration of the embarrassing 
position in which the Republican state 
execxitive committee finds itself because 
of the proclamation of a "tariff tinker- 
ing" campaign when he says: "The 
Eepublican state executive committee 
is at a loss to know what to do with 
Governor McKinley in the state cam- 
paign.

Coroner Davidson and the police 


officials are just now busy in investi- 
gating1 the mysterious death of a man 
at the city station house last night. 


A telephone message was received 


at the mayor's office last evening1 about 
six o'clock saying that an unknown 
man 
was dying at the corner of Gay 


and Eighth streets. 
Officer McFar- 


land and Chief Watkins wont out and 
the sight that met their eyes was in- 
deed a pitiful one. 
Stretched out on 


an old ragged quilt was the apparently 
' lifeless body of a man about thirty-five 
years of age. 
Hovering over the body 


was a young wife with a little babe in 
her arms. Seeing the man was al- 
most dead the patrol wagon was called 
and the sick man with his wife was 
taken to the station house. He was un- 
able to speak, and vomited a dark green 
substance several times. 
He was in 


great agony, the muscles of his body 
becoming rigid in his death struggles, 
Drs. Lottridgo and Fulton were sum- 
moned,'"aud worked with the sick man 
until half past ten o'clock when he 
died.The doctors were inclined to think 
that death might have been caused 
by poisoning. 
There were several 


symptoms pointing to that theory. On 
making inquiry his wife stated that he 
had been sick for two or three days, 
and had had a chill that morning. 
They had stopped at a little • phice, 
supposed from the description given 
to be Lucasville, whore he had got 
some medicine from a doctor. She 
produced one of the powders, of which 
she said ho 'had taken two that day, 
the last one about four o'clock. The 
powder was thought to be cotanilid by 
the doctors. It was turned over to a 
chemist by Coroner Davidson last night. 


The woman when ciuestioned said 


their name was Vaughn. The same peo- 
ple were here last week and were 
given lodging at the station house over 
night. The name given then was not 
Vaughn. They represented at that time 
that they lived in Ironton but had been 
in Louisville where ho had been dig- 
ging wells. They came upon the Sil- 
ver Wave from Vanceburg to this city.

another drug ? 


Drs. Fulton and Lottridge, who con 


ducted the postmortem, have not yet 
given their testimony. There are seve-

found to be greatly enlarged and the 
tissues broken down.
